And though it be agreat 
queſtion among the learned, whether they 
bee duc in quota parte, jure diuino(which re- 
quireth a larger diſcourſe)yet Ineuerread 
of manie thatimpugned them abſolutely, 
Lentardus, who lived about a thouſand 
yeeres after Chriſt, taught the paiment of 
them to be ſuperfluous and idle, and then 
growing deſperate, drowned himſclte, as 
itwere,to gue vs a badge of his doctrine. 
4 Touching Oblations and Offerings, The 
Fathers vnder (a) this name accounted all 
things,that wcre glven or dedicated to the 
ſeruice of G O D. And in the firſt ages of 
Chriftian religion (after the great Perſecu- 
tions) the Church by this meanes beganne 
ſo toabound inriches,that tre good Em» 
perours (b) themſelues were conſtrained, 
to make lawes ( not vnlike our ſtatutes of 
Aortemaine )to relitraine the exceſle there- 
of, for tcare of impouerithing their tempo= 
rall eſtate. In thoſe dayes, manie Churches 
had T reaſaries for keeping theſe oblations 
(as the

Bur heare 
what Danid (aicth to thoſe of his time, 
Marke howe hee prayeth for them. Marke 
what ſtrange exquiſite puniſhments he ce.
